While the sailing vessel is no longer the factor in ocean carrying 


trade that it was even a few years ago, it is still a power to be reck- 
oned with and quite a little interest attaches to developments or 
changes In rig to compete -with modern conditions. 


The barkentine, a compromise between a square rigger and a 


schooner, received the most noteworthy addition to Its ranks in the 
Everett G. Griggs, said to lie ihe only six-masted barkentine in the 
world. 


This vessel was formerly the British ship Lord "Wolse'ey, being 


sold to German owners, who re-christened, her the Columbia. 
The 


Columbia was dismasted in a hurricane off Cape Flattery and was 
towed to Esquimau, B. C., where she lay for some months. 
Ameri- 


can parties then purchased her and put her under the present rig, 
figuring that they would save several thousand dollars annually in 
operating expenses by so doing, in view of the much smaller crew, re- 
quired to handle the fore and aft sails. A British 'registry was se- 
cured for the ship. 


Being narrow and long, many masts were necessary to provide a 


proper spread of fore and aft sails and the foremast was square: rigged 
to steady her somewhat. It is the opinion of many seamen that square 
sails on at least one mast draw better than'the fore and aft sails when 
the wind is on the quarter or directly astern, giving advantages over 
the schooner rig, while, on the other hand, it must be admitted that 
In beating to windward the schooner gains by point much closer to 
the wind's eye. 


It was predicted that the Everett G. Griggs would be dismasted on 


her first trip, but nothing of the kind happened and the big barken- 
tine has been making good runs, sailing faster than she did as a 
square-rigger.

The best variety he describes 


as small and round and variegated 
in color. 
I wish to claim that thin 


great and noble bee of which Aristo^ 
tic speaks is no other than the Cy- 
prian bee, for this reason, they are 
small and round bodied, quick in 
motion, sting upon the slightest pro- 
vocation: they are the lightest col- 
ored bee of which I know, and the 
bosi workers. 
Says a writer 
In 


American Bee Journal. 


The Cyprians were imported from 


the island of Cyprus Into the dif- 
ferent parts of Europe where agri- 
culture was carried on. and they 
wore so much praised and recom- 
mended that in 1SSO Importations 
began in America. The Cyprian re- 
sembles the Italian bee in habits, etc. 
the difference between them is that 
on the thorax of the Cyprian there is 
a brighter yellowish color than on 
the Italian and the yellow rings of 
the Cyprian are brighter and gradu- 
ate to a copperish yellow under the 
abdomen. 


The drones of the Cyprians aro 


beautiful and these bees quickly as- 
sail those who dare handle them. 
Smoke astonishes them, but does not 
-nbdiie thsm. 
At each pufl of the 


;rroke they emit r. shnrp, shrill sounj 
no: easily forgotten and as soon as 
the- smoke disappears they are again 
on the watch ready to pounce on any 
enemy, whether man or beast. 


The Cyprian's courage and grit 


and prolificneps make them a very 
desirable variety if they could bs 
handled safely. I have handled this 
rrico o;' bees "or the last five or sb:

ROOTS AS RATIONS 


Said to Have a Decided Value for 


Fiirni Animals. 


As a part of the daily raiion, it Is 


slated iliac roots have decided value 
for all farm animals. 
Some Cornell 


expt'riraonis call attention to the fact 
that tlieir effect is "tonic as well as 
nutritive and that breeders of farm 
animals for exhibition purposes find 
roots invaluable." Roots should no; 
be fed alone, as they carry too much 
v.-.iter. 
A root feed may vary from 


25. to 30 pounds per day per thou- 
sand of pounds o£ animal. 
Do tur- 


nips and ruta-bagas impart a flavor 
10 milk? It is claimed not, 1C Uu-y 
are fed just after milking, and if r.o 
roots are in the milking room at the 
time of milking. 


A greater average yield of dry 


matter per acre may be obtaineu from 
mangles, half-sugar mangles, sugar 
bets and ruta-bagas than from an 
average yield of corn. While it costs 
somewhat more to produce this dry 
matter in roots than In com, yet it 
Is the consensus of opinion that the 
higher digestiblity of roots and tlieir 
greater relish more than offsets this. 
Mangels are more succulent than 
sugar beets, but the latter produce 
a higher yield of dry matter. 
How- 


ever, since they grow in the ground, 
the sugar beets are more difficult to 
harvest, nor do they keep so well. 
H.uta-b2.gas produce profitable yields 
and are well adapted to early feed- 
Ing, and are particularly good for 
bogs, sheep and cattle. Carrots and 
parsnips, while not >:elding so heav- 
ily, are well thought of as condimcn- 
tal food for horses. 


The Cornell station #ays that in 


the search for good succulent feeds 
for live stock, the tabbage 
not be overlooked. 
As high as 50 


tons of cabbage per acre has benn 
grown at Cornell, yielding nearly 
four tons of dry matter rind contain- 
ing one ton of nitrogenous maUer.

A box 2 feet G inches by 3 feet C 


inches and 12 inches deep Is re- 
quired to form thp device shovai in 
the sketch.

crotched boards on the cart, turn the 
handle and the wire will roll up 
satisfactorily. 1C the wire is long or 
fastened at the other end, the cart 
will follow the wire, and when tbu 
wire giits short enough it wili come 
to Use cart. 


The best part of it is that when 


you get ready to unroll the wire you 
can put it on a wagon, drive the team 
and it wiil unwind as well as any 
•spool yon can buy. You can, also, 
take the wire; from a full spool upon 
ar. empty one.
